O Preface a little; 1 have ſet forth rothe 
World a Breviate of the late Arch- Biſhops 
3 doings in his life: and made a faitfull com- 
ment on his /e7ings at his death. So muck 
haſte was deſired in it,and ſuch Brevity in all, 
That cruly ſome lines were omicted, which 
were po__ And as his expreſſions were 
darke and invelved touching his Religion : © 
I was notfo clear and full ac that point to the 
Readers fatisfation as now I ſhall be. And at one great point about the 
Church of Englaxd, 1 miſtooke the Preacher, Blaiphemer rather, alco- 
gether : for running over that point haſtily, I underſtood not the in- 
coherence of his words,as now I do,ſo I took the word Church in our 
ſence for the Church indeed: when as he meant the Biſhops, the church 
in name, or of Rome for under that notion(Church) has been meant 
theſe three hyndred yeers and more. It ſhall be called by that name 
no more, unleſſe —_— addition, the Aſalignent Church. I took 
bur halfe his confeſaion neither : And for that the Aſalignants 
may ſay, I have done him wrong. Ile make them amends now 
in clearing before their eyes if they would ſee (but ome will not ſer, 
and other-ſome cannot ſee, now,having ſhut-out /ight ſo lang;

Why do [ treuble the dead, raking, 2s it were; in his aſhes;he'is 
now lanched forth inte the Occan of Erernity, entred into his an- 
changeable condititon 5 Whether at reſt there or reſtleſſe,is not to be 
diſputed ; his judgement is from the Lord,let the tongues of men and 
their pens ſuffer him. to reſt new from all uncharitable Senfures, 
whercever he is. I anſwer. (1.) I have not formerly, I do not now 
meddle with che dead. But for the fake of the living , ever-living 
Soules; 1 deale in thoſe marters, which live, and ſpread, cat and con- 
ſame like a canker, to the ucter deſtrution of the unwiſe and ignorant 
(viz.)The conceit vain men have,they are no other,of this late and/of 
Arch-Bifhops Religon, Church, Repentance,Prayer;of high eſteem with 
vain men, bur abominations all foure,as we ſaid, before the Lord God, 
and his faicfull ſervants. This was one miglt:ty motive with me to-do 
2$ I have done,not cenſuring the dead, bur condemning a Dead Reli- 
gion, A falſe Charch, An aniound Repentance; A Confeffion of ſin,and 
prayer forgivenes more abominable then any of the former; That thelc 
may not be received,8 approved, to the condemnation & deſtruion 
of the /iving. (2.) Becauſe the lace Arch.B. Sermon, as Maligneants 
will call it ( thengh as cunning a piece of Blaſphemie,as by the hel 
of the Devill, was contrived this hundred yeers, all the reafon why 
the Devils /i-ſff-borne ſornes, the Malignants, like ic ſo well ) is po- 
ſed over the Seas, there to ſpeak Datch, and French,(lIralian it ſpeaks 
already pretty treatably ) ſo toperſwade all who meet with it, That, 
what ever this late efrch- Biſhop was all his life long, yet he was an 
angell at his death; which vain opinion may amuſe and abuſe the fim- 
ple reader 1finitely, it may make him belcey that he may be rhe De- 
vills ſervant,doe the Devills worke all his life long: and die as a ſer- 
vant of the Eord dies, the death of rh: Righteous, That I may pre- 
vent this dreadfull miſtake, 1 aſſure thee readech, ile ſer downe theſe 
matters ( omitted before through too much haſte ) faithfully as the 
Truth is, So &elpe me God, the of Tin:h,and leader into all Truth.

Yet 
as full of falfhvds as of lines. 
One word more before TI come to the Reſolver, I muſt in duty, &ought 
1n-manners,forbear,as before,to-ſet down how he quits his Judges, ke 
chargheth nothing in the leafs degree upon them, he aid,not confideri 
 whathefaid : for if there beany guilt in us Condemnauoni ma 
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opinion touching this Warre and this Peaſe ?All theſe queſtions were 
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ly upon his Judges : But he doth deed in a ſull and cleer expreſsion 
acquit his Judges,ſaying, They preceeded by the clearejt proofe. He clear- 
ed his witnefles too, faying ; They were valuable witneſſes: Yetmelit 
unwillingly did hee doe all this, as a mann, who could nor give 
Glory to nor Honour to men. But his Judges. and wicneſſes 
all, are now acquitted indeed , as befure in their owne Con- 
ſciences» and in the Court of Heaven : foalfo before all the world, 
who will be at the coſt and paines- to read their equitable proceed- 
ings-throughout his whole Arainment: And they that cannot bee ar 
that charges ( as few can ferour fins and the Biſhops warres have 
emptied our purſes very much )will be ſo gracious, I hope; as to con- 
clade, That the Judge of all the world(whole Almighny Arme b c 
this mighty adverſarie to the block) wil do Right : and fo charitable 
they will be Lhope,as to conclude alſs , That all the gods, the Lords 
er judges here on earth , whom He hath called together ſo unex- 

ly, preſerved to this time fo wenderfully, delivered fo miracu-

T he firſt of the foure queries Reſolved. 


Honour (Adde ) Hwvould crouch downe to the foot of that great p,y. 4, 
Lord , Kifſe his hande, licke the ſpittle from his mouth ( the manner /,9. 
of all Lord Biſhops wow/d-bee ) who had power to lift-him 
np tewards that Pinacle, and to ſhew him the Glory of the 
world there : Hee was this great ' mans Gr-gorie indeed, as the 
complement was, a Servant of Servants, to his Lord and Maſters 
Luſts:;; he was this Lords Vaſkall ; his willing Slave , kis apy thing 
that his ercat Lord was, or would have him to be. 

I muſt here relolve a queſtion , which ſome make , Tonching this 1} 
wars Religion,and other ſuch like Lord- Wonldbees as was hee; I. What 
Religion was ir of I What Faith did be 'profefſe ?: What Low did he 
hold to > What Goſpel did he preach or cauſe to be preached ? What 
was his opinion ing Peace with thoſe, againſt whom the Lord 
God hath ſworne ,. He will have warre for &ver : Or what was his 
opinion of #4r againſt theſe, with whom the Lord hath fworne,and 
will not repent, That He will have peace for ever& ever; hat was his 
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Littl:-man yet could reſslve what A great Lord chonghr, ſo thought 
he : for what his great Lord was, ſuch was he , of his Lords Religi- 
on ; of the ſame Faith with him ; held taſt ro the ſame Low,ftor liber- 
ty of Sports on the Lords-D ay ( thoagh a law of Sin and death ) and 
the Same Goſpel alſo ; was of the ſame Tudgement his greac Lord was 
of, both as touching Peace and War. Indeed, and all the Chtiftian 
world knowes it to he ſo. This man monlded Religion, Faith, Lew, 
G oſpel, Warre, Peace,all to the faſhion of the rimes 3 4s his rw Lord 
did ſodid hee, and it was 'his glory fo to doe : he could ſtep our 
of one way into anether, no matter what way though the way of 
Death, fo it was the way of preferment , and lay in a dire& line to 
the pinacte he aſpired nnto. 

For further confirmation hereof,and clearer ſatisfa&ion to the fore- 
going queſtions, ler us reſolve our ſelves (1. ) What his Conre-Chap- 
{aines were. ( 2. ) What his Civilians were, I meane, his Doors, 
ProRors &c. in the Civill Law. (3.) And all the Schollers in both 
Univerſities, I mean all and none other but thoſe all B:Bop-would-beer, 
all that gaped after preferment by his meanes, and to come throngh 
his hands: 

( 1. ) What were theſe Comrr-chaplaines: ? The fame this late 
Arch- Biſhop was, when he was a Court-Chaplaine himſelf ; of the 
very lame Religion, Faith, Goſpel, Indgement allo, touching the law 
for Warre,and Peace. God, Angels and men will wienefſe with mee, 
That Such they were, ns he was. Theſe Chaplaines moulded their Sa- 
cred Texts, fo they doe now, like a noſe of Fexe,to the minde of 
their Lord, and faſhion of the times, and then forced themſelves ro 
ſpcake ſcarce not more words than blaſphemics againſt God, and His 
Holy Owes ; Which Chaplaines and Doftrines this man had oppoſed 
with the lame zcale, as Paul and Barnabas ſhewed at the hearing of 
the like 1»fidels, had he had the leaſt ſparke of love,or heat of that, in 
his breaſt-wee call true zea/ for God, His Religion, His Faith, His 
Law, His Goſpel. | 

2 And for his Civilians, thoſe that ſerved his /nſts, us T thinke the 
moſt did ; What they are now I cannet tell, for I know not where 
they are : But all the Kipgdomes knowes what they were, as 477 aud 
---lle fay no more touching perſons ſo notorienſly knowne all over 
the land, burdens of theearth, plegs+; and peſts there, 

(3.) And for the Doors, Proters and Shcelers all 1 meanec all, 
who loved the wages of iniquity, hunted after preferment ; Ah 
Lord, how did theſe mould and fathien themſelves to the apex Fora 
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faſhions of this great-man} Very Apes they were, they wonld imitate 
him as they could ; W nat he ſpeak, they would ſpeak ; What he did 
in peint of ſervice to the Church, they whould doe ; his religion 
wes theirs ; bis faich theirs 3 his law theirs ; his Goſpel theirs ; his 
ods theirs, of the very ſame zize and making ! And as ſtout and 
ifte in maintenance of thoſe gods, and ſervice ro them Divels, 1 
ſhould fay, (fuch they are in Gods ſight, )as he their Lord was. Indeed 
theſe all were and ill are, as firme and faft ro this late Arch-Biſhop, 
as CE I might compate perſons fo contrary ) Rath was to Naomie, 
as faſt to his Formes, to the Lawes of his honle ; fo his gods ; to his 
ſervices : They were faſt friends, and walked together,being of the 
ſame minde, and Judgement, in all matters till the laſt : onely thete 
they differed ; For where hee died they Wonld not die ; nor Wonl4 
they there be buried; which had been with the Burial of a» Aſſe , had 
he had the buriall his life deſerved ; I had ſpekeni' more to this, bur 
that the preſent ſtate and face of things ſpeake the fulleſt an- 
ſwers to the forgoing queſtions , yer for the ſfatisfation of all thar 
are not willingly 5gnerant, ſo much I have faid': I proceed now toa 
concluſion of what I was faying,and all that knew him will conclude 
with mee : That hee breathed after Preferment , monlded and 
faſhioned himſelfe, words and Afions, Religion, Faith, Goſpel, all 
to the Times; 'and moſt compendious waies, bearing-up a that 
Pinacle, He did as s man that Loveth the world, and deifies , makes 
a god of its Glory ; And what havocke he made of Faith anda good 

conſcience , all wiſe men know. Yeu wiltſay, &c. p.4./.21+ 
Died with a Ieſt in their mouthes; other ſome with an Oath there, 
others with a Blaſphemie there : - And other died as he died witk an,

I 1. The Church of England is now in a Storme her ſelfe,

znto 4 great deal of danger by ber own.\We grant this alſo,; The Arch+ 
Biſhopsand Biſhops have more then endangered themlclves, they have 
done that which the Parliament , and all che Faichfull ſervants in all 
the world could nor doe againſt that curſed Hierarchy tor the caſti 
of ic forth,z whar the faichfull could not ds, they have done oetinn 
themſclves; ruined themſelves they have with cheir own hands; Their 
villanies, Their ouc-Kages, their Horrible Impicties, iniquitics, Blaſ- 
phemics agataſt God and man ; by all theſe they have ruined rhem- 
« /olves They [miradxced ſuch prophaneneſle and irreligion,cloked all 
« chis while with the name of imaginary Religion; Theyawelrt fo much 
updn ſhadowes thar they have quite loſt the ſubſtance. Theſc are his 
words and they muſt be underſlood of his Church,and no other,fo he 
berraycd himſelfe with his ewne Tokens, and beat himſelf wich kis 
© own ſtaff : for as it followes z They were fo fixed upon their opinion, 
a conceir only, ſo fixed 1 ſay, and fo fully perſwaded, That they the 
( Malignant ) Church Should abide Paecen for ever ; Their moun» 
tain was fo ſtrorg , and they ſo ſtrong upon ir , That they thoughr 
they thoula nevtr be moved, Then they advanced their throne above 
rhe Stars of God, and fo rained themſelver,and their thrones for cyer. 
He mult mean them(ſcluces-under this notion Chwarch, for his words are 
inconſiſtent with any othet Church buc ct.cir ewn.Ooly theſe words 
© cleſt aſu1dcr as With wedges cannot agree with cheir Church. Indeed 
or heed of that monſtrous Church , - which has two, is cleft aſunder 
from the body by the Death-mans Axe, as was Goliahs head by the 
{word in Devids hand: But the Bulkly body of that Church , and 
members of che ſame are intire : and platted rogether they are all /ke 
thornes,in x faſt contederacy with the King of the bottomles pit : Thele 
lob.q41 16 Adverſariesare , as$is laid of the Leviathans ſcales , fant wp togetber 
45 with a cloſe ſeal one ſo near to another that ns Ayre-can come between 
theme; They are joyned one to'another,they tick, together that they ran 
not be ſundred : {© here his old memory tailed him. But though here 
are the turnings and windings of the crooked Serpent ; th hee 
Doubles here , loving , as ſome Braſts de, fonfe: « veftigia, that we 
might nor track him, or inde kim ar, yer we.yaderftood him. very 
well, Thac he could bemaancnone other but his own ;. bee 
_ ceuld ner bemeane the 7rwe Church at his death', whom he be * 
cured hearyly wich his tongue 'and hand all his life. long. be- 
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n\Charck,whereot he was head; for thereunts his own 
doagree, and cenfiſtent with that Church, 
; enemies ing Judges; or if not they
